They are very 
much hke each other, but the moths 
have not got little tufts on their feelers, 
or horns, as the but-ter-flies have, The 
wings are covered with very fine dust 
or scales, so that you cannot see through 
the wings, tor, without this dust, 
you could see through them, The 
eyes of but-ter-flies have a great many 
sides, so that they can see all around 
them.

MAKING THE SUGAR. 
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HOW THEY MAKE SUGAR. 


The tree from which sugar 1s extracted is called the 
Sugar Maple. It is found in North America. Holes 
are bored in the trunk of the tree early in spring, when the 
sap is rising. This sap is put into boilers, and when the 
-mois-ture has been boiled away, the sugar is found at the 
bottom. The cane-sugar is prepared in another way. 
When the canes have been cut, they are put into the mill, 
and all the sweet juice is crushed out by heavy rollers. A 
little lime is then put in, and the mixture 1s made hot, and 
then the scum is taken off, and the clear liquid remains.

MARTIN LUTHER 


Luther was born at Eisleben, on the roth November, 
1483. At Mansfeld, whither his parents went while he 
was still young, he was sent to school, and when he was 
eighteen he went to the University of Erfurt. There he 
devoted himself to a religious life, and withdrew into the 
Augustine Convent, where he spent three years. This 
was the turning point of his life. In the solitude of the 
convent he diligently searched the scriptures of the Vulgate 
version. He was soon ordained priest, and lectured at 
Wittenberg. After he went to Rome, and when he came 
back, he began to preach the reformed faith. His books 
were burnt, but still for years he pontine his work.

MOZART. 


Worreanc Amapeus Mozart, the son of Leopold 
Mozart, a teacher of Music, was born at Salzburg on the 
27th January, 1756. From a very early age the boy 
developed a most extraordinary talent for music, and at 
four he could retain and play music by ear. 

In September, 1762, the family removed to Vienna. 
‘“ Everywhere,” wrote Leopold Mozart, “ the ladies are in 
love with my boy.” They were soon presented to the 
Emperor, and it is related how little Wolfgang sprang into 
the lap of the Empress and embraced her heartily. The 
Emperor used to take great piraeure + in hearing the boy 
play. 

When he was seven he published two sonatas, In the 
following year he came to London, and wrote a set of six 
sonatas, which he dedicated to the Queen. He after- 
wards went back to France, and then visited Holland, 
Italy, and Vienna. In each country he went to he was 
welcomed, and the Pope treated him very kindly, and 
people were charmed by his music. At fifteen he 
wrote an opera, and many sonatas and other operas in 
after gyears. 

His last work (a Reniiieni) was sung around his bed by- 
his friends, he himself taking a part. He expired on the 
sth December, 1791, aged only thirty-five years and 
ten months. He composed every kind of music, for the 
Church and for the Theatre, and excelled in all.

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THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON. 
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Artuur We testey, Duke of Wellington, was born in 
Ireland, in 1769. He entered the army in 1787, and in 
1794 he served in Holland against the French. He after- 
wards went to India, where he won the great battle of 
Assaye, and others in the Mahratta war. But his military - 
career really commenced in the Peninsula in 1808, when, - 
on the death of Sir John Moore at Corunna, he took’ 
command of the army. By a series of brilliant victories he | 
drove the French out of Spain, and was fully and frequently | 
rewarded in money and titles. He captured a great 
number of towns and fortresses, but we can only mention 
a few of them. He passed the Duoro river, and fought 
his way through Spain, taking Talavera, Salamanca, 
Badajoz, San Sebastian, Vittoria, ‘Toulouse, and many other 
places from the French, who held them with Jarge armies. 
He was made Duke of Wellington when he had reached . 
Paris, and finally conquered the French. But in 1815 
Napoleon escaped from Elba, and then Wellington, with 
Blucher and their armies, fought the great battle of Water- 
loo, which crushed Napoleon altogether. Peace was made, 
and Wellington came home and took his place again in 
Parliament. He was for a time unpopular, but re-gained 
his position in the mind of the people. He died on 14th 
September, 1852, and had a most splendid funeral. He 
was buried in St. Paul's Cathedral, and laid beside Nelson, 


on 18th November of the same year.

We always think of Bagdad in connection with the 
Arabian Nights Stories. It was founded in 762 a.p., and 
afterwards was enlarged by Haroun Al-Raschid, the great 
Caliph. It is now a dirty town, but at a distance looks 
well. It is situated on both sides of the river Tigris, and 
the two parts of the town are joined by a bridge of boats. 
There is a very fine bazaar in Bagdad, where a number of 
very beautiful things are sold. But the shops are not good. 
The people live in wretched houses, and have scarcely a 
window opening into the street. The houses .look upon 
the court yards. The climate generally 1s very hot, and 
altogether Bagdad is not a very nice place for Europeans 
to live in. 


THE LLAMA. 


This ant-mal is found in Peru, where it is tamed. It 1s 
like the camel, but has no hump, and is used by the South 
Americans as camels are used by the Arabs. The wool of 
the Llama is made into clothing. There are live Llamas
